I can 
tell you that it was yc 2 u who told me to get the MDW file from Harold, and of course it was 
missing, and that Harold told all of us that you were the last person to have access to it. So 
are you going to threaten or kill the old man? Mark didn't tell him anything about that. 

You must know ray phone is tapped, eh? You heard it last Monday week. You don't 
want to talk to me over the phone. Wc want to know how G knows so much about where 
I go and what I do. He's right there wherever I go. 

Things that go around come around, I have found that many of the big name people 
in this research, so called, arc the same as criminals. Maybe that is the way you see them 
and I'm glad I started looking at things the way you do. I don't think I am one of them, and
